The lynchings reported far 1905 are but 
66, the smallést number since 188). Of 
these lynchings 6 occurred in the South 
and one in the North. Of the total 
number, 61 were negroes and five whi és 
The number of legal executions in 19 
was 133, as compared with 116 in 194. 

The number of homicides and deaths 
by violence of every kind in 1905, as re- 
ported by telegraph, shows a consid- 
erable increase over 1904, being $212, as 
compared with 8482 in the latter vear. 

One of the most lamentable features 
of the year’s record of violence is the 
proof that self-murder in this country 
is steadily increasing. The number for 
1905 is 9982, as compared with 9240 in 
191M. pee ' 

The proportion of suicides as between 
men and women remains about the 
same. About twice as many men com- 


mit suicide every year as women, Phy- 
siciane, as usual, head the list among 


professional men. 3 

The record of railroad disasters for 
the vear shows a total of 3142 killed and 
15,94 injured. In addition to those Rijlea 
and injured on the steam roads, 464 have 
been killed and 2622 injured on the elec- 
tric and elevated roads.
